Park Plan Seen Boon For L. Bucks

throughout Buck* County this week resfwnded with 
Overwhelming enthusiasm to the proposal of the 
Bristol Planning Commission for a municipal park, 
beach and marina area along the Delaware River. 
They listed an almost unending number of advan­ 
tages such a park would bring not only to Bristol 
Borough itself but also to the entire Lower Bucks 
County area - advantages that begin with the pmh- 
Hbiiitj of a dramatic economic revival and include 
such points as health, recreation, civie leadership 
and natural beautv. 
One man, Cannon Mignon!, president of the 
school board, termed the park "an economic re­ 
birth for Bristol, the* most exciting plan that's been 


proposed since I ve been here.” Mignon! was so 
enthused that la* sent congratulatory telegrams to 
the planning board as soon as he heard of the plan. 


G e n e ra l P la n 
A general plan for the park was announced last 
Wednesday bv tin5 borough planning commission, 
headed t>\ the Rev*. R. L. Ca r I son, pastor of the 
Harriman Methodist Church and chairman of the 
commission. 


The park Would extend from the foot of Mill St., 
inc luding the' present Mill St. wharf, down to the 
mouth of Otter Creek and then along both sides of 
the creek, behind the present municipal parking 
lot all the Way to Route 13. 
I here it would merge eventually* into the Mill 
Creek Park System for which the county already 
is taking steps to acquire ground. 


Among the advantages such a park would bring 
to the* area were these: 
An economic revitalization, with thousands of 
shoppers being attracted to the park and thus spend­ 
ing their money in Lewder Bucks; 


A tremendous spur to the health and recreation 
facilities available to the general public, especially 
to the older residents. Bristol’s present public parks, 
l*dh Memorial Field and Grundy Park’s are de­ 
voted almost entirely to childrens’ activities during 
the summer under the borough’s recreation pro­ 
gram;

Further, the parklike area would eliminate a 
noisome breeding grounds for mosquitoes and other 
pests. 
And anticipated revenued from the marina and 
{he swimming facilities i*once»vabl\ could make 
the park entirely self-sustaining. 
All-Out .Support 
Burgess Anthem Ti, Mccoletti as well as several 
councilmen went further than praising the plan, 
They promised their all out support and their sin­ 
cere efforts in helping finance it. 
Edward B. Boyer, president of the count} com­ 
missioners, was one of the first to support the idea 
of a public park in Bristol and the value of the 
marina 
“ There’s a definite need for a park Ilk*' this 
and particularly a m arina," Boyer said. ‘It should 
be of tremendous benefit to th** |>eople not only of 
the borough hut also of the entire community. It s 
a natural,” 
Aware Of Plan 
Bruce Singer, assistant director of the park 
board for Bucks County, revealed that the county 
board was aware of tile plan before it was an* 
nounced and in complete accord with it. 
Singer also pointed out the economic advan­ 
tages inherent in the plan. 
“ This thing would attract a lot of people who 
would use the business center ut Bristol for ^flop­ 
ping.” he said. “ It would point the town toward 
a recreation center.” 
Pierson Enthused 
Singer declared that Robert W. Pierson, direct­ 
or of the board, had worked closely with the Bris­ 
tol group on some of the preliminary planning 
and also is enthused over it. 
“ This is one of the nicest things that could hap­ 
pen to the borough,” said Philip Powell, presi­ 
dent of the Mill Street Businessmen's Association. 
"It will light a fire under some of our businessmen 
on our Colonial renovation plan.” 
The businessmen's association has been backing 
a program which calls for all the stores along Mill 
Street to renovate and change their store fronts so 
the street will resemble an old-time Colonial thor­ 
oughfare. 
Other Comments 
Comments from other government, business and 
civic leaders included these: 
William J. W itch, president of Borough Coun­ 
cil: 'T m very happy to see plans that would beau­ 
tify the waterfront, one of the keys to our whole 
economic life. The sooner it will in* set up. the 
better it will lye for everyone.” 
William Armstrong, chairman of the trough's 
recreation commission: “ I think ifs a very good 
idea and I ’m in favor of it. The swimming facil­ 
ities could Im' used in conjunction with the recreation 
board’s plans for a |>ond for the children.” 
Earle Tomlinson, executive manager of the Low­ 
er Bucks County Chamber of Commerce: ‘ The 
chami>er wants to go on record saying that this 
park will do much to enhance the beauty of the area 
as well as provide people with recreational facil­ 
ities. I thing the chamber should congratulate the 
borough planning commission on their practical vis­ 
ion and unusual foresight.” 
Otto Grupp III. president of the Bristol Rotan ; 
•‘The Rotary Club will support anything of tills na­ 
ture that will add to tile recreational and business 
facilities of the Bristol area. Two of our merit 
hoi's are on the commission and we are one hun­ 
dred percent behind them.”
